Arrangnnonts  hav-e  been  nado  \;ith  the  Dtiiry  Products  lUirketinjr  Association 
for  the  reinspection  of  storage  clioose.     Reinspect ions  will  be  nado  only 
upon  request  fron  BVVUv  and  will  bo  handled  on  the  f ollOT/in.^  basis  : 

1.  DPI  A  uill  be  the  Applicant  and  will  be  bill' id  for  th';  r!;radinp;  on  a  tino 
basis,  Tilus  subsistence  and  transportation,   if  any,  incurred  by  the 
grader. 

2.  DPIA  v/ill  furnish  th(.:  Inspection  and  Grading  Division  wi-lh  the  storage 
lot  nunbcr,  nane  and  address  of  the  storage-  vjar.vhousc ,  original  certif- 
icate nunber,  F.O.B.  shipping  point,  grade  of  c]u2ese  ..jhen  purchased,  and 
list  of  individual  vats  contained  in  the;  Cc;rlot.    .-0-1  requests  for  re- 
inspection  .of  cheese  stored  in  the  Ilidv/c^st  Area  should  be  directed  to 

I.Ir,  II.  F,  Ileister,  Ohicai:;o,  Illinois.     Requests  for  r-jinspection  of  cheeso 
stored  in  all  other  regions  should  be  directed  to  3.  J.  Oiinoat,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.     The  offiC'^-  receiving  the  request  for  reinspection  \;ill, 
in  turn,  assif';n  the  grading,  to  the  various  offices  and  gmders  throughout 
the  country", 

3.  The  office  handling  the  detail  for  the  reinspection  will  subrAt  the  nec- 
essary infornation,  including  a  list  of  the  individual  vats  in  etich  car- 
lot,  to  the  cgraders  ...nd  supervisors  handling  the  viovlz  in  the  ar  ;a  i//hore 
th^-  cheese  is  stored. 

4.  The  reinspection  of  the  cheese  for  quality  and  condition  will  be  nado 
on  the  following  basis: 

(a)  The  grader  will  inspect  not  less  tha]i  10  percent  of  the  vats,  or 
one  out  of  each  10  or  fraction  thereof,  fron  each  fe.ctory  in  each 
carlot.    Additional  vats  nay  be  inspactod  if  necessarj^  to  deternine 
suitability  for  further  holding.     In  the  event  that  a  carlot  contains 
two  grades  of  cheese,  the  gradar  \7ill  inspect  vats  fron  each  of  the 
grades,  if  at  all  possible. 

(b)  The  grader  \jill  inspect  the  cheese  for  qurdity  and  condition  and 
record  his  finding's  on  the  grade-rs  nenore^ndr;  for  each  individual 
vat  inspect  -.d.     In  addition,  h-  will  also  indicate  the  g^-aer-il 
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appOLir.aioo  of  tho  cIiojgo  and  t'n<::  condition  of  tho  boxes  and  nako 
rocoimondr.tions  rolc.tiv':  to  tho  suitability^  of  the  cIk^jgo  for  fur- 
ther holding  or  if  tho  chcos-:.^  should  bo  nov^jd  into  consunor  chann  .Is 
in  tha  iraiodie.ta  futuro.

7.  The  n..in  purpose  of  tho  r)insp;ction  is  to  furnish  DPII/i   /ith  inforriiition 
relative  to  the  suit.ibility  of  tho  cheese  for  further  holding.     The  v;ork 
will  be  under  the  close  supervision  of  supervising  griidors,  in  ordor  that 
inspections  ^aid  recorjiendations  fron  the  grc.-.dors  viill  be  on  a  uniforn 
b_:sis.     The  roinspection  of  lirge  c[Uc:ntities  of  stor:.ge  cheese  tjill  fur- 
nish Valuable  infernatien  to  the  Inspection  and  G-rading  Division,  v/ith 
re-ferouce  to  keeping  qualities  of  the  cheese  and  dlso  provide  a  check  of 
tho  origin-.l  grading. 

8.  Reports  on  the  progress  of  the  reinsp-.;ction  v;ork  uill  be  naintained  "by 
the  Inspection  and  Grcoding  Division,  'Jashington,  D.  C.    Supervisors  rail 
be  expected  to  Icoep  in  close  touch  vrith  the  rc^iiispoct inn  v;ork  and  nako 
vjoeklj''  ro;ports  on  the  progress  of  the  \;ork  to  this  office.
